Ee stated that is: approximately 
1953 he becane ' Cootaiidant of the CAP Squadron in Nev Orleans, 
continuing in this capacity until he resigned fron the C.i? in 
19&5 with the intent ioa of returning to school. FEaRIS related 
that the Hew Orleans Cadet Squadron of the CAP functioned at 
th$ Lakefront Airport. Ke stated that the squadron was - • - 
usually made up of approximately 71 boys ntd the attrition. 

•rat© in the squadron was approximately 20% . P2A222 stated 

thdt the squadron met t w i ce a. we ek. Ee stated that during ^ 
tbf period he was Commandant of .the squadror.., JERRY C. 
wj|jl the recruit instructor and took all of the squadron 
rSj^rults through their training. FERRIS said that PAmADlS 
presently has offices at 225 Earonne Euilding and resides at 
5704 Prytauia Street. 


PERREE stated that during the period 1952- 1555 
he does not recall taking any recruit class through their 
training program. »<^5-ter he became Commandant he is certain 
he did not instruct 'the recruits. F2RRI3 stated that he

FEKRXE said he has never owned a telescopic 
sight or a rifle equipped with a telescopic sight, and to the 
best of his recollection he has never used a weapon equipped 
with a telescopic eight and would cot know how to use one. 


FERRIE stated that he doss cot know LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and to the best cf his knowledge OSWALD vas never a 
member of the CAP Squadron in 2<ew Orleans during the period 
he was with that group. FERRIS said that if OSWALD vas a 
member of the squadron for only a few weeks, a3 had been ■- 
claimed, he would have been considered a recruit and that ho 
(FERRIE) would cot have had any contact with him. FERRIS 
stated that ha was succeeded tfs Comaand&nf of the Hot 
O rleans Squadron of the CAP by can uas»4-.

FERRIE stated that he was again associated with 
the CAP la New Orleans from 19 S3 to the end of 1930 or the 
beginning of 1961, serving in the capacity as instructor 
4tad slater as executive officer. He s^id that tfajor EC3 - 
1'ORRELL was the Commandant . FERRIE stated that his applica- 
tion with the CAP cox'ering both periods he served vith that 
unit" should be on file with the CAP at Ellington Air Force 
Base, Houston, Texas. FERRIS related that there was * period 
during 1958, exact dates not recalled; in which he instructed 
at ttye CAP Squadron before he submitted his application. 



FERRIE said that to the best of his knowledge 
he does not know any individual named LEE HARVEY OSWALD . 

nor has he over known the individual represented by photo- -!c^

OSWALD was exhibited to F2SRI2. FERRIS upon viewing the 
photograph stated that the profile view of the photograph of 
LEE HARVEY OSWALD has a very vague familiarity to him bit 
the full face and full length photographs of OSWALD are not 
familiar to him. 


FERRIE informed that since Kirch, 1832 he hts 
been employed by Attorney G. WRAY GILL in Now Orleans as an 
investigator and law clerk. Ee said that since the end of 
August, 1963 and up until November 22, 1963 he has been 
working on a case ^involving CARLOS MARCELLO who was charged 
fn Federal Court in connection with a fraudulent birth certifi 
pate. FERRIE stated that the trial of MARCELLO began in 
Federal Court in New Orleans, Louisiana on November 4, 1963 
and ended on November 22, 1853 and that he was ir. New Orleans 
Working with Attorney G. WRAY GILL on the case during this 
period. He stated that on November 9 and November 26, 1963 

he was at Churchill Downs, which is a farm owned by CARLOS 

MARCELLO, mapping strategy in connection with MARCELLO* s 
trial. He informed that on November 11, 1963 he was in New 
Orleans, drn-ing the entire day and did net leave the city. 

FERRIE stated that from October 11 to October 
If j, 1963 he was in Guatemala and again from October 30, 1963 
td ^November 1, 1963 he was Ac Guatemala in connection with 
investigation of the MARCELLO case.

FERRIE said that prior to a very recent trip he 
wa^ last in the state of Texas in August, 1362 at which time 
he jwas In Orange, Texas. FERRIE said that he had planned 
during the trial of the MARCELLO case that immediately upon 
this conclusion of that case he would take a trip for the 
purpose of relrxing.

He said that he left his home at 3330 Louisian* 

Avenue Parkway, New Orleans, on November 22, 1963, roughly p 

at 6:30 PM in his 1931 light bluo Comet four— door station > 
wagon which he purchased from the Delta Mercury Compear* in 
New Orleans within the past month. He stated that CHARLES 
GRAHAM a salesman at Delta Mercury Company sold the Comet 
station wagon to him. 
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FERRIE related that on leaving his home be drove 
to th© homes of ALVIN EEAUFOrZ? and KELVIN C0FFE7 tad picked 
them up in order that they night accompany him on the trip. 

He stated that at the ti sie he left his htme he did tot know 
where he was going. Ho said that the purpose of the trip was 
to merely relax and at that time he did not know whether he 
was going "busting, drinking or driving,". FERRIS stated he 
did not take any fire aims vitb. him when Le left his heme 
because he thought he might go cut of the state of LouiEiaise. 
'and he did not kr.cw what the hunting seamens ver© in other 
states and he was also concerned about transporting firearms 
across the state line. 

FERRIS 'said that h'e had been considering for some 
time the feasibility and possibility of opening aa ice skating 
rink in New Orleans. He claimed that he mace a telephone call 
possibly from KELVIN OOFFZT's home to CHUCK HOLLAND at the 
Winter land Skating Rink in Houston, Texas. He adviced that 
this call to ROLLATvD vas charged to either telephone number 
899-3598 or 486-3127. FERRIE claimed that he had no prior 
acquaintance with HOLLAND but had knowledge of the fact that 
the Winter land Skating Rink was located in Houston. 

FERRIS related that he left KELVIN CGFFE7*o hose 
between 6r30 and' 7:00 PM accompanied by BEAU50U2F and COFFEY 
ab^ *drove to John Paul’s Restaurant, Kenner, Louisiana, where 
thpy (stopped to eat. He said that at approximately 9:C0 PJf 
or ^shortly after 9:00 PM, November 22, 1963, he, B3AUB0U?F 
■nnd|i;0FF£Y left John Paul's Restaurant to go to Houston, 

Texis . He informed that the route traveled was through Baton 
Rouge to Lafayette, Louisiana and through Lake Charles, 
Louisiana tfc Houston, Texas. FEAR IE claimed they arrived in 
Houston between 4:30 and 5:30 AK and went directly to the 
Alamotel located on South Main Street f six to ten blocks 
south of the Shamrock Hilton Hotel, where they checked into 
Room 19. He stated that the three of then registered on the 
same card at the motel. After registering they retired for 
the night . 


FERRIE claims that ho had loft a call at the motel 
office for 8:30 AIM ard another call for 10:30 ;:M but h *3 no 
recollection of receiving a call from the motel office at 
eithdr time. FERRIE said he had left the calls so that he 
could call Attorney G. WRAY GILL in New Orleans to tell him ; 
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he had left New Orleans and V5.R on a vacation trip. FEE? IS 
stated that he ar.d hie coupaaions avakea^-d revghly at noon 
ar.d after having breakfast he vvr.t devu Main Street to 
Sears, Roebuck and Company where he purchased a jacket, & 
sweater &ztd several other It-fns. After leaving Sears, 
they drove directly to the Witter lard Ice Skatiz.g Risk, 2400 
Norfolk, which he had learned opened at 3:30 PM and closed 
at 5:30 PM. 


FERRIE said he rented skates ac.d skated at tie , 
rink for e while locking the situation over a?j/i also taking' 
into consideration the amount of business at the rink. Ee 
stated that he then introduced himself to CHECK R0LLA17D and 
spoke with him vt ^Length concerning the cost of installation 
and operation of the rink. FERR3E exhibited a leaflet of the 
TTinterland Ice Skating Rink, 2400 Norfolk, Houston, Texas, 
which he had in his possession. FEERJIE stated that during 
the time he was talking to CHTC2 RCLLA1D other employees of 
HOLLAND were present at the rink. Ee recalled specifically 
there was a young boy who was passing out skates and an older 
man who was on duty at the rink but he does not recall whether 
he was introduced to these two individuals or not. FERAIE 
claimed that he remained at the Winter land Skating Rink for 
;'a period of approximately two hours and after leaving there 
he returned to the motel. 

; f After arriving at the motel he placed a tele- 

phone call to Attorney G. WRAY GILL but was unable to complete 
; taffs call. He placed a second call to the Town and Country 
Motel in an. effort to determine whether Attorney GILL was located 
at the Tow^. and Country Motel. FERRIE further related that 
ALVIN BEAUBbUEF may have made a telephone call to his home. 

He said that later they checked out of the Al&motel and went 
to the Be 11a ire Skating Rink on Chimney Rock Road in the 
Belleview section of Houston, arriving there between 7:3d 
and 8 :00 PM. FERRIE stated that he looked the skating rink over 
and tried to locate the owner but the owner was unavailable • 

He said that he remained at the Bellaire Skating Rink for 
approximately 45 minutes to 1 hour. - On leaving the skating 
rink they drove out Old Spanish Fort Trail and stopped at a 
restaurant near Telephone Road. They left this restaurant . .. • 
at approximately 9:00 or shortly after 9:00 PM and decided 
to drive to Galveston, Texas. He said that while earovte 
to Galveston, Texas, they stopped at the J&anaed Space Craft ^ 
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Center fend Icoked around for alcut 20 r.ii'ite*;. They tier 
proceeded to Galveston, Texa:?, arriving there between 10:20 
and 11:30 PM.

After 
checking into the motel they drove arour.i in the vicinity of 
some old club3 is.

FERRIS stated that they arose arena d £ :C0 or 8 :30 
AM on November 24, 1933. After having breakfast they took 
the ferry across the bay to pick up the road to Port Arthur , 

Texas that runs along the coast. FERKIE stated the first stop 
they made after reaching Per t 'Ac i hur was at the Gulf Service 
Station on the left hand side of the highway in Port Arthur, 

Texas where they purchased a new set of spark plugs for the 
Comet station wagon. Ee stated that there was a television 
set in this station and as he walked into the station there 
Was a picture on the television sot showing the shooting of 
LEE OSWALD In the basement of the Dallas City Jail. FERE IE 
said he presumed ho was locking at the original live broadcast 
of the shooting and that this was in the vicinity of 12:C0 
Noon on that date. Ee eaid that after changing the spark 
plugs in the station wagon ho ran the car up on the rack in 
oi|der that the attendant could pheck the transmission and 
differential. FERINE estimated that he remained at this 
service station for approximately 20 to 30 minutes. They 
then left Port Arthur anl drove to Grange, Texas and after 
crossing the Louisiana state line they stopped at Easter's 
Bail and Restaurant.; He stated that the operator of Buster's 
Bail and Restaurant is MARION JAMES JOHNSON who is a client 
of Attorney G. Y/RAY GILL. He stated that he contacted JOHNSON 
at the bar and restaurant and talked to JOHNSON for approximately 
30 ujinutes discussing the status of an appeal on a perjury 
conviction of JOHNSON in connection with an income tax ca3e 
on Sheriff , REID at Lake Charles, Louisiana. 
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On leaving Buster's Ear and Restaurant they 
drove to Alexandria, Louisiana, arriving there at approxi- 
mately 4:00 PM. FERRIE informed that ALVIN BEAUHOTDEF has 
relatives in Alexandria. FERRIE also said that he had tenta- 
tively planned to attend a party in Alexandria and that his 
plans were tentative because he did not know whether or not 
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hd would be needed in Or Lear;? on Ncv=x£er 2:5 , IS 63 in 
connection with the tri^.I of a tvcrc'-r cL-.se vhich was 
scheduled to begin on cate- . Re listed that to 

ascertain whether he would be needed in Nev Orleans he made 
several pre-paid long distsj.ce telephone calls from a gas 
station trying to reach Attorney* C. URAT GILL*e office, tut 
was unsuccessful. Ee stated that he then telephonicaliy con-’ 
tacted his hone sad talked to LAYTON MARTENS vho at that tine 
informed- him that two UV/L-TV representatives had be me making 
inquiries at his hceca and in the neighborhood and be leaned 
that he was being accused of being implicated in the assassina- 
tion of President 1QSXN2DY. 

■ ! FEREIE-* said that as a result of the informa- 

tion f urnished by LAYTON he was very much disturbed over the 
fact that he was being accused of being implicated in th6 
assassination of the President and that he left Alexandria, 
Louisiana between 4:00 and 6:C0 P2J, possibly close to 5:00 
PU. He said that he stopped at several service stations along 
the way to use the telephone in an attempt to reach Attorney 
G. WRAY GILL. He said that fee was finally successful in 
contacting Attorney GILL by telephone and that Attorney GILL 
informed him that HARDY DAVIS, a former bondsman in Pew 
Orleans, had telephonic&lly contacted GILL stating that DAVIS 
hi|d been contacted by JACK S. HART IN who claimed he had tied 
jw$MUE in with the killing of President ICEIOTEDY and had 
tapped off the Orleans Parish District At tor soy* s office, the 
Elk, the Secret Service, newspapers and radio stations. MARTIN 
claimed that FERRIE knew OSWALD, had trained OSV/AID and had 
flown OSWALD to Dallas, Texas. FERRIE said he asked Attorney 
GILL if heihad made any attempt to verify any of this informa- 
tion and if he thought there was any substance to it. FERRIE 
said he told Attorney GILL vbat LAYTON MARTENS had told him 
about the inquiries of the V/WL— TV representatives and asked 
Attorney GILL for his advice. Attorney GILL advised hi m to 
continue vith his plans and to return to New Orleans in 
keeping with his original plans. FERRIE said that he proceeded 
directly to New Orleans, stopping at a restaurant on the west 
side of the highway at Eaton Rouge, Louisiana, which restaurant 
is located between the Mississippi River Bridge and the 
Hammond Circle. Ke stated that this restaurant has several 
rooms and that one of the dining rooms is for formal attire 
and one is fpr informal attire and that this restaurant v 
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specializes la steaks. He said that after eatizr-s they drove

FERRIE claimed 
that in 1962 MAR'ji’IN disappeared from the scene and after 
several months suddenly re-appeared. Ee stated that MARTIN 
began visiting him at the office of Attorney G. V/RA7 GILL and 
that Mr. GILL did not want MARTIN hanging around his office. 
FERRIE claimed that in June of '1963 he put MARTIN out of Mr. 
GILL’s office in an undiplomatic manner and that since that 
time MARTIN has bedeviled him in every manner possible. 


FERRIE said that he had learned that some time 
aft^r he put MARTIN out of Mr. GILL’s office MARTIN was- 
moving around to various parts of the United States contacting 
first one clergyman and then another who were connected with 
the old Catholic Church trying to get ordained and gave FERRIE *« 
name as a character reference. He further determined that 
MARTIN was making long distance telephone calls charging these 
c^lls to Attorney GILL’S office and the office of GUY BANISTER, 
Gug Banister Associates. FERRIE further informed that he 
determined that MARTIN had previously been admitted to the 
psychiatric ward at Charity Hospital where he was diagnosed 
as a paranoid. FERRIE said he had also learned that MARTIN 
had been a sergeant in the U. S. Army and while in service 
had been mixed up in obtaining phony degrees in- medicine, 
chiropractic and naturopathy by finding a college that was 
not in operation but whose charter was not defunct. 
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FERRIE informed that be bad also do t.emined that MARTIN bad 
been charged with nurder in connection with the Illegal 
practico of medicine An Koiar-tca , However , he believes 

that this charge vac later dismissed. 

FERRIE said that he had learned tlirovgh later- 
viev;s with other officers that one of the allegations fci.de 
.against ..him was that when OSWALD was arrested he had his 
(FERRIE' s) library card in 0 SWALD’s possession and that it 
had been alleged that OSWALD had been ueijng FERRIE ' s library 
card to get bocks at the New Orleans Public Library. FERRIE 
said that in his personal property located in the Property 
Room at the First District is his library card which expired 
March 13, 1963. FERRIE said that he has not made application 
for a new card since the above card expired and that this 
card has been in his possession at all times. 

FERRIE informed that he has cv:ied a Stinson 150 
single engine, b?.ue and white four passenger monoplane, 
registration number 8253X, since 1948. He stated that this 
aircraft has not been airworthy since the license expired In 
April, 1962. FERRIE said that this information can be 
verified through the FAA Department of Airworthiness Certifi- 
cation in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. FERRIE informed that he 
has never .flown this plane to Cuba arc that it has been only 
' as far south as Miami, Florida. He claimed that the plane 
was flown to Dallas, Texas one time since he purchased it.

§' : FERRIE stated that from approximately November, 

1960 until August, 1961 he was associated with the Cuban 
Revolutionary Front in New Orleans, Louisiana. He stated that 
he had been actively engaged in working for the Cuban 
Revolutionary Front collecting food, money, medicine and 
clothing for the organization as well as giving talks before 
various citizen's groups. He stated that at the time he was 
associated with the Cuban Revolutionary Front the office of 
the organization was located in the Balter Building and that 
SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH was the head of- this organization in 
New Orleans. FERRIE said that he has never known of the 
Cuban Revolutionary. Front maintaining an office at 544 Camp 
Street , nor does he have any knowledge of SERGIO - ARCACHA 
SL1ITK maintaining an office at that address during the tine 
he was head of the organization and later after he was replaced 
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FERRIE said that the Cuban Revolutionary Front was definitely . 
an anti-Castro organ ization and that all parsons competed 
with the organization were violently anti-Castro. FEKEIE 
stated that he has not had an*' correction with the Cuban 
Revolutionary Front or ar.y other anti-Castro organization 
since August, 1961. Ke stated that after disassociating

Ee stated that some r.orcths after he ceased 
his activities with, the organization, SERGIO AF.CACKA SMITH 
gave up the leadership of the or gar, izat ion and was replaced 
by an individual named R ABEL . FERRIE related that SERC2G 
A^CACHA SMITH then, went ir.to the advertising business in 
Nfew Orleans ar.d that he had assisted SMITH in preparing 
letters in connection with his advertising business. FERRIE 
said that in 1962 SERGIO ARCACHA SUITH attempted to organize 
a fund raising committee, the name of which he does not recall, 
but he does not believe this organization ever materialized. 

He stated that SMITH was interested at that time in issuing 
a commemoration coin depicting the Bay of Pigs Invasion which 
was to be sold to a coin company. He stated that SMITH’S" 
plan providod that for a certain amount donated by an 
individual the donor would receive one of the commemorative 
coins from the coin company. FERRIE related that in connection 
with this plan SLIXTK obtained vendor's license from the City 
of New Orleans. FERRIE said that ho does not believe that 
this plan was ever placed into effect by SUITH and it is his 
belief that SMITH subsequently abandoned this idea.
